Wlieli we later saw Ikwa lie did not 
thauk us for the trouble we had taken, 
hut we had expected uo reward. 

The s|n*ed of the yacht Increased as 
the night advanced. A snow squall 
frosted (he decks, and to cscai>e the 
Icy air we sought our warm lierths 
early. At 4 o'clock In the morning 
the gray gloom separated and the 
warm sun [H>un-d forth a suitable 
wealth of August rays. 

At this time wc |iassed tbe Ice latt- 
tered and storm swept cliff of Cape 
Entry. Beyond was Whale sound, on 
a sea of gold, strewn with ice Islands 
of ultramarine aud alabaster, whule* 
spouted and walrus shouted. The 
grampus was out early for a fight. 
Ijirge fiocks of little auks rushed over 
on hurried missions. 

Entering Inglefield Gulf. 

The wind was light, hut the engine* 
pulled us along at a pace Just fast 
enough to allow us to enjoy the aoperb 
In the afternoon we 
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cause there were not enough wives for 
all. By mutual agreement several men 
liad ■•xchaiigiti wives. lu other cases 
women had chosen other immure, aud 
the changes were made seemingly to 
the advantage "f all. for no regrets 
were expressed. 

TlnTe was an average of three fat, 
clever children for each family, the 
youngest, us a rule, resting lu a pocket 
on the mother's back. 

Dwellings of tho Eskimos. 

The tent hud a raised platform upon 
which all slept. The edge of this made 
a seat, and mi each side were placed 
stone !aui|ts. In which blubber waa 
burned, with moss as a wick. Over 
this was a drying rack, and there was 
other furniture. 

On board the yacht there had been 
busy day* of liarter. Kura and Ivory 
had been gathered in heaps in ex¬ 
change for guns, knives and needles. 
Every seaman from cabin l»y to cap- 
tnlu had suddenly got rich In the gam¬ 
ble of trade for prized blue fox skins 
aiul narwhal tusks. 

'I he Eskimos were equally elated 
with their end of the bargain. Kor a 
beautiful foxskln of less use to a na¬ 
tive than a dog pelt lie has secured a 
pocket knife that would serve him half 
a liftflime. 

A woman had exchanged her fur 
pants, worth a hundred dollars, for a 
red |nickel handkerchief, with which 
she would decorate her head and igloo 
for years to come. 

The midnight tide lifted the yacht on 
an even keel from her makeshift dry- 
dock on 'he beach, and she was pulled

HE expedition

There were only 
one woman, a few children aud alxiul 
a score of dogs at I la* place. The wo- 
man talked quit kly and explained at ' 
some length that her husband and | 
others were away «ii a caribou hunt. I 
and she told its without a leading ques- f 
t?*n the Hews of the trilie for a year. 

After gasping for breath like a stnolh- j 
ered seal, she began with news of pre- 
rlous yearn and a history of the for¬ 
gotten age*. We started l«uk for Hie 
launch, and site invited herself to the 
pleasure of our company to the beach. 

An Eskimo Trad*. 

We bad only gone a few >tc|*s liefore 
it occurred to her that *Ih- waa in need 
of something. Would we not give her 
a few l«-\in of matches in exchange 
for a narwhal tusk? We would Is- <le- 
llghteil. said Mr. Bradley, and a hand¬ 
ful of swifts went with the liargnln. 
Her tioy brought down two Ivory 
tusks, each eight feet in length. The 
two were worth $1.'<0. 

Had we a knife to spare? Yes. and 
a tin sp«iu was also given Just to 
show that we were liberal. 

The yacht was beaded northward 
across Inglefield gulf. It is necessary 
for deep sea craft to give Kurnah a 
wide lierth. There were Is-rgs enough 
about to hold the water down, though 
an occasional sea rose with a sicken¬ 
ing thump. 

The launch towed tbe dory, of which 
Mauce and her children were the only 
occupants. 

Karnab was to lie her future home, 
and as we ucared the shore we tried to 
locate Ikwa. but there was not a man 
lu town. Five women, fifteen children 
and forty-five dogs came out to meet 
us. The men were on a hunting cam¬ 
paign. and their location was uot ex¬ 
actly known. 

Attahtuugwab. Mnuce's rival, a fat. 
unsociable creature, stood »u a useful 
stone, where we chose to laud, and did 
not accommodate us with footing on 
the same platform. 

A Thrifty Eskimo Camp. 

There were five sealskin teuts pitch¬ 
ed urnotjg tbe bowlders of a glacial 
stream. An immense quautify uf nar¬ 
whal meat waa placed uu tbe rucks 
and stones to dry. Skins were stretch¬ 
ed on Ihe grass, and a general air of 
thrift was shown about the place. 

Bundles of sealskins, packages of 
pelts and much Ivory were brought out 
to trade aud establish frieudly Inter- I 
course. We gave them sugar, tobacco 
and ammunition in quantities to suit 
their own estimate of value. 

The fat woman entered her tent, aud 
we saw uo more of her during our 
stay, for she did not venture to trade 
as did tbe others. Manet was kindly 
treated by the other village folk, aud a 
[Kit steaming with oily meat was soon 
served In her honor. We were cor¬ 
dially Invited to |iartake of tbe feast, 
but hud a convenient excuse, Just hav¬ 
ing finished a meal. 

Would we not place ourselves at 
ease and stay for a day or two. us their 
husbands would soou return? We were 
forced to dcclluc their hospitality, for 
without the harbor there was too 
much wind to keep the yacht waiting. 1 

Eskimos have no system of saluta¬ 
tion except a greeting smile or a part¬ 
ing look of regret. We got both at Ihe 
same time as we stepped Into the
